Applicant's amendments filed on 07/02/2007 claimed limitations in claims 1-2 and 9 that have not been previously 
considered. Specifically, new limitations on antibody specificity and method steps In claim 1 have been added that raise new issues. 

In addition, the scope of the newly claimed antibody raises the issue of new matter because, as claimed, the antibody may 
bind a marker protein "having a sequence of SEQ ID N0:1 A protein having a sequence of SEQ ID N0:1 may comprise additional 
undisclosed amino acids added onto the N- and/or C- tenninus of the protein that are unrelated to SEQ ID N0:1 entirely. An antibody 
which binds those additional undisclosed amino acids, as encompassed by the newly added claim limitations, has not been disclosed in 
the specification and claims as originally filed.
